Both 5UB«nS(7r and Mast are historians and, as such, hare coimton interests which 
hrou^t then together for frequent meetings and. discussions. At that time 
Hast, a close friend of Dr. Schott, was adrlsor at the Kihelungenrerlag. In 
Januar 7 1952, SL’BJXCT and a former major in the German General Staff, Gerhard 
Schacht from Munich, approached Mast and aslced him to join the German Intelli- 
gence Agenc 7 Amt BlanA. Mast accepted the offer and severed his relations 
with the German Intelligence organization of Generalov ony^^len, with whom he 



had allegedl/ been working since 19^7. After that time. Mast's ties to SUBJECT 
became closer, not onl/ on an official and business basis, but also personally. 
In Moveaber 1952, Mast was appointed manager, with power of attorney,, for the 
lilbelungenverlag. Mast referred to hie relations with SUBJSCTT during this 
period as a cossradsship, whereby he pointed out that he, as the older one, was 
frequently consulted ly SUBJSCT for advice, not only on natters pertaining to 
the publishing house, but also on matters pertaining to SUBJSCID* s private busi- 
ness. Kaat also stated that SUBJSCT has always been very reserved and discreet 
•‘in dealing with Hast.

Mast stated that to the best of hie Joiowledge these r.et;oti&ti ons have nr»t been 
concluded and that SOBJSCP is also presently' r4egotleting with an Aceric/’r 
agency engaged in the obaerv-ation of ilast-Vest Trade, The ru\.T«e this 
sat ion is unknofwn to Mast.

In addition, Edor told this that SUBJECT vorkad vith^^a^Br^ 

of Salabturi:, raaldin^ Altnoanater, Dlstriot Ovondan, Uppar Anatria, who has 
boon writing altuation ropox^s for SUBJECT on tha aeonoaiic and political oltH'* 
ation in inatrla. SUBJECT alle^dlor raceirod thaao reports once a oonth. 

In conclualon, thia JL^nt brlefljr queatloned Sdar concamin^ his connac- 
tlona with aiQr U.S. intelli^noa a^ncias and was told that ba, Bdar. ia 
•indii*actl7* working for an unnaaed U.S. Intalllgonce agency, explaining further 
that all this Inforaation Is channeled to HITO Headxiuarters, near Parle, for 
dlasamination and eraluation,

Oohlen and that Eder is reporting to this agency on political, prlamrlly neo-

According to Bier, HCaWL not only voriped for German. U.S. and Tatloan 
Intelll^encs a^nclea, but also for a Svlss Intellieence a^ncy. Appr co±B>at«ly 
tvo years aco, a former Oerman Amcr officer, xuaed Baimnd Stran^l, vaa arrested 
V Sorlet authorities In Vlener/Keustadt. Bier did some cheoldn^ on his <^n and 
later also talked to SGBJIOT, vho told him that Stren^I vork^d for the Svlss, 
and It It Bdsr^a opinion that Strang baa ^Iran JEOTTTD oopies of tHm reporta, 
which Straaicl anhadtted to Svlaa Intelll^tBoe.

Alto told thla A^ent that HCSTTL ho 9 boon vorH. 0 ^ for toM tliio 
for tho Soroto* Hlo contact to JTIS alle^dlj vaa an Auatrian, vhooo naoo ho 
dooo not know.

Baron roa Mast Bdar hara b»an anoalaB since Januar/ 1953 1 vhen Maat 
alle^^dljr triad to danonnea Bdar to Trench authorities In oonnaetlon with his 
pdhlloatlon *Turchtloaa St&Mian”. Blar stated that both HCSfTX and Mast vara 
dasparatsljr trying to hare the ■Stlnm* banned V Trench anthorltlas* In tfas 
opinion of BAar» EOTTL did not trust Mast In the Ponder affair and Bder 
ballarad that Meat does not hare detailed knowled^ of HUBTL* e ooxmactions 
with Toacsr. 

lint's Botes: In this Interrlev, as veil as in the-prerious one, Bder has 

been soot coopsratlre and has roltinteered other inforaatlon vhloh dees not 
pertain to this case. It is the opinion of this that Bder is fulljr avara 

of the fact that the rapresentatlre froa the "ixit fusr T«x^ssun^aohutB° in 
Bonn is a cutout working; under this corsr for a U.S. lntsUi^;«»cs a^oncj In 
Getmazgr. During the intsrrlev^ Bder stated repeatedly that hs doss not desire 
to vork diraetly' vlth U.S. Intalll^canca, but at the sane tlsa ha offorod his 
ssttIoos to this Affant*
